Old British gained possession of the 
place. Three years later, Pon- 


Fort Wayne tiac, the fierce chief of the 


Ottawas, attacked Detroit and 
besieged the inhabitants for fifteen 
months. In 1813, after Peary’s vic- 
tory on Lake Erie, the British evac- 
uated Detroit, leaving it in the pos- 
session of the United States there- 
after. A memento of the war of 1812 
may be seen in the shape of the pic- 
turesque old Fort Wayne in the city’s 
outskirts. 

The lighting system is peculiar, 
electric lights being placed on steel 
towers from 150 to 175 feet high and 
giving the effect of continual moon- 
light. 

In Belle Isle, the city has one of 
the most beautiful parks on the Amer- 
ican continent, although it is only 
700 acres in extent. 

Mackinac Island is the next haven, 
where the steamer is due about 10.00 
a.m., Saturday, July 11th, and again 
carriages will meet the party, taking 
them on a drive through the principal 
points of interest.

Marie, St. Mary’s River and the 
famous “Soo” locks may be gained. In- 
deed, these locks are so important and

Visitors to the Park are reminded 
that its elevations vary, and that 
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changes in the temperature are not un- 
common, The evenings and mornings 
are always cool, but at midday it is 
often quite warm, 

Aboard the coach, and in the 
shade of the hotel verandas, 
wraps will be found comfortable. 

The suggestion is made that ladies 
provide themselves with a sailor and

the rocky walls of Cape Horn, Rooster 
Rock and the wonderful Palisades. 

Portland is the principal city of the 
northwest coast, and has a population 
of 150,000. It holds extensive com- 
mercial intercourse with the whole 
world. The city does a wholesale 
business of $175,000,000 an- 
nually, and the product of its 
factories was $50,000,000 last ut. 
year, The name of “The Rose City’ 
has been given this western metropolis 
on account of the large number that are 
constantly in bloom here all the year 
round, ‘The climate is exceptionally 
mild on account of the warm currents 
of the Pacific Ocean.

From Tacoma a glorious view may 
be had of the Olympic Mountains and 
of Mount Rainier, the grandest moun- 
tain in the United States. There 
are higher mountains than 
Mount Rainier or Mount Ta- 
coma, but not one other lone peak that 
tises so grandly alone from the level of 
the sea to such a height. It is covered 
with a complete robe of snow from the 
line of green foothills to the top, where 
the steam of a slumbering volcano 
hovers over its crown.

Vancouver is the largest city of 
British Columbia and the Pacific 
terminus of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. Until May, 1886, its 


site was covered with a dense Wancouver 


forest. From May to July its 
growth was most rapid, but in July a 
fire, spreading from the surrounding 
forest, swept away every house but 
one in the place, and, with this one ex- 
ception, every building now seen has 
een erected since that time.

In the valleys rage deep rivers, 

and on the slopes are forests with trees 
in girth and height far greater than any 
that grow in eastern parts. Above, 
again, the crags stand forth gaunt and 
bare, until they reach the snow line and 
receive a covering that year in,year out, 
clothes them with a glistening mantle, 
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Words are inadequate to describe 
the grandeur and loveliness of this 
place. Little has been or can be done 
to change Nature from her maiden 
loveliness. The first to attract the 
tourist is the Great Glacier of the 
Selkirks, which crowds its tremendous 
head down the mountain gorge within 

thirty minutes’ walk of the 


Sir Donald hotel. At the left Sir Donald 


rears his mighty head more than 

a mile and a half above the railway. A 
mountain rivulet rushes down the ab- 
ruptly rocky sides of the mountain op- 
posite the hotel, and a trail has been 
cut up the steep incline to a spot beside 
the rushing stream, where a rustic sum- 
mer house has been erected. ‘The 
effect is novel and pleasing. All the 
streams here are simply ice water from 
the glaciers, Everything conspires to 
a feeling that all the cares and rush of

The trees, the streams, and even 
the mountains speak of peace 
and quiet, This Great Glacier 
is said to be greater than all those of 
Switzerland combined. It is the 
center of a group of glaciers embracing 
more than 200 square miles, and the 
hoary head seen from the hotel 
is one of several outlets. The 
great ice peaks and glaciers 
are truly an interesting study. 
Solemn, stately, and serene,
